LAST THURSDAY MORNING .. . The number of 
confirmed virus deaths in the U.S. had surpassed 
100,000. That is just a small portion of the 1.7 million 
confirmed cases of the coronavirus in America. The 
United States has had 28 percent of global deaths de- 
spite having only 4 percent of the world’s population. 
Alabama’s cases jumped to 18,246 this week, with a 
third of those cases (or 5,609) since the state relaxed re- 
strictions. Health officials think the jump in cases is 
likely because of both increased testing and increased 
spread of the virus. The good news is that medical re- 
ports indicate 9,355 Alabama citizens are presumed to 
have recovered from the virus. 


Those illness numbers above are disturbing but frankly 
not as disturbing as hearing of deaths from the virus 
right here in Elba, Ala. As we noted a couple of weeks 
ago, it hits home when you actually know someone with 
the virus. Even though deaths are a very small percent- 
age of those struck with the bug, it shocks us even more 
when it is locals who are being added to the ever-grow- 
ing death stats list. After talking with someone who 
worked closely with the person, or observed how this 
person led an inspiring life, then you are quickly back 
to that embarrassing question, “Why him/her Lord?” 


We agree with the U. S. Supreme Court’s rejection of 
the California church that claimed the strict rules im- 
posed by states, particularly California, to curtail the 
spread the coronavirus were illegal. In a 5 to 4 decision 
the Court supported the ban on gatherings, including 
churches. The court decision centered around balancing 
the public health crisis and the constitutional protection 
of religious freedom. 


July 14th is the new date for the previously postponed 
2020 Primary Run-Off Election in Alabama. There are 
only three (3) contested (Republican) races on the bal- 
lot. Two are statewide races and the third is a District 2 
Representative race. They are a U S Senate seat, U.S. 

Representative seat for Alabama District 2, and a Court 
of Criminal Appeals seat. None of the six candidates 
seeking the nomination in the three mentioned races is 
doing any advertising, as far as we can see. Maybe their 
polling shows the voters have formed concrete opinions 
on who they will be voting for and the battle is over. 


The national news media is quoting a person who re- 
sponded to the rioting across America with this com- 
ment: “That's not going to bring my brother back.” The 
comment was not from a politician, a journalist nor a 
white person who doesn’t understand the issues. It was 
from the late George Floyd’s brother, Terence, respond- 
ing to rioting and looting that continues to take place in 
many cities and states. Folks we agree with this grieving 
brother. There are issues that are long overdue a solution 
but rioting, destroying property, including their own 
neighborhood stores, will never solve those issues. So- 
lutions will only come when ALL segments of society 
sit down and work the kinks out of our everyday life 
and move forward united in our beliefs and actions.

Boothe said there had been 
issues with one of the trucks 
and it was in the shop for 
mechanical repairs. 

Council members said 
they were hearing com- 
plaints about trash not being 
picked up in a timely manner 
as well as noticing it them- 
selves. They asked the 
mayor would it not be fea- 
sible to offer overtime work 
to employees to allow for the 
trash pickup to get caught 
up. 

The mayor was agreeable 
to the suggestion. Council 
members asked that city hall 
to consider having a trash 
truck running from 6 a.m. 
until 7 p.m. each workday 
until things are caught up. 

Council member Gappa 
Wise began a discussion 
with Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey regarding a recent 
issue of golf carts, ATV’s 
and UTV’s being driven on 
city streets. 

Hussey said the biggest 
problem had been the ATV’s 
and UTV’s which run at a 
higher rate of speed than golf 
carts. He said golf carts were 
not the main concer. 


However, Hussey  ex- 
plained that Alabama law 
currently does not distin- 
guish between a golf cart and 
ATV/UTY. Therefore, as the 
law reads, all are illegal to 
operate on the roadway with- 
out the city passing some 
sort of ordinance to allow for 
use of golf carts in neighbor- 
hoods or some city street [as 
identified by said ordinance]. 

The way the law currently 
reads, with no city ordinance 
in place, he said it would not 
be appropriate to give lee- 
way to one and not the other.

Quietly circulate throughout the room and take 
your shots. Do not disrupt the experience so you can grab a picture. 

Also bear in mind that many people will be crying and distressed at the 
funeral. Respect the difficulty of the situation and give these people 
privacy. Those in attendance should be allowed to have their private 
moments. In almost all instances, photographing the person who has 
passed is considered to be in extremely poor taste. Only do so if the 
family specifically asks you. If you are asked to take a picture of the 
person who has died, do so discreetly and without using the flash. 

If you are in attendance at a funeral or a memorial service and are 
tempted to use your cell phone camera, think twice before you do so. If 
you think you have a valid reason for needing to photograph the event, 
you should still check with the family of the deceased, the funeral direc- 
tor, or a member of the clergy prior to beginning to take pictures. They 
can provide guidance about what they feel is and is not appropriate.

Enterprise State Community College and Alabama Aviation College plan for future 


Using four target areas of people, 
programs, facilities and community, 
Enterprise State Community College 
and the Alabama Aviation College are 
continuing to grow while preparing 
for a time when students can return to 
campus. 

When campuses closed March 17, 
instruction and student support serv- 
ices transitioned online. 

“Tt has been really impressive to see 
our instructors meet the challenge of 
transitioning to an online environ- 
ment,” Dean of Instruction Danny 
Long said. “They kept their focus on 
meeting the needs of our students 
without jeopardizing the quality of in- 
struction. Our faculty is the heart and 
soul of our College, and they give the 
administration of the College con- 
fidence that we can meet any chal- 
lenges we may be faced with in the 
future.” 

The transition to online learning 
was a smooth one, according to ESCC 
President Matt Rodgers, because of 
the hard work and patience of the em- 
ployees and students. 

“T commend the faculty and staff at 
Enterprise State and the Aviation Col- 
lege for their hard work during this 
time, and I am proud of the great atti- 
tudes of our students as they adapted 
to the changes,” he said. 

Academic courses were completed 
online this spring semester. Technical 
classes, like those offered at the AAC 
campus, were ultimately suspended 
until hands-on training could be com- 
pleted. No date has been set for stu- 
dents to return to campus to complete 
their spring semester training. 

Rodgers said there is an under- 
standing that the needs of the work- 


force could change as a result of © 


COVID-19, a challenge both Colleges 
will rise to meet when students can re- 
turn to campus. 

“We realize that colleges will have 
to be flexible,” Rodgers said. “This is 
a new day and age where people will 
need to re-trained or receive new 
training in a different field. We will 
use the resources available to us to 
offer the type of training people need 
to help get people back to work in the 
safest manner possible.” 

Academic courses will continue to 
be offered exclusively online at ESCC 
for the summer semester, with classes 
in areas like business, computer 


science, English and math. Two me- 
chatronics courses will also be offered 
online this summer for any interested 
in starting the program. Long said 
ESCC plans to continue to offer a 
multitude of online academic course 
options in the future. 

Currently, there are about 100 more 
students enrolled in summer academic 
classes at ESCC than last year at this 
time, an increase that Rodgers attrib- 
utes to the work of “a great student 
services team.” Summer registration 
will continue until May 26, the first 
day of classes for the summer se- 
mester. Students can visit 
escc,edu/admission to apply. 

ESCC’s Adult Education Program 
is also offering online classes. This 
program helps students become career 
ready through classes designed to help 
adult learners improve their academic 
and life skills, Students can request 
more information at 
http://escc.edu/AAESAP/ or learn 
more about the Adult Education Pro- 
gram at escc.edu/adult-education. 

To prepare for the return of students 
and employees, ESCC/AAC created a 
task force to develop an extensive 
COVID-19 Mitigation Plan that con- 
tinues to evolve based on information 
provided by the Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH), the Centers 
for Disease Control (CDC), the Emer- 
gency Management Agency (EMA), 
Gov. Kay Ivey’s Office and local 
medical professional Dr. Beverly Jor- 
dan. 

Dr. Beverly Jordan, a physician 
with Professional Medical Associates 
in Enterprise, complimented the Col- 
lege’s administration on their prepa- 
rations. 

“T have been very impressed by the 
work of the administration at ESCC in 
their preparation to reopen the campus 


to on site instruction,” Jordan said. - 


“They have been welcoming of med- 
ical and public health opinions and are 
clearly prioritizing the needs of their 
students and faculty.” 

As part of the Mitigation Plan, both 
Colleges have purchased plexiglass 
safety shields for employees, devel- 
oped clear sanitation plans and clean- 
ing protocols for both campuses, and 
placed appropriate signage on both 
campuses. Students and employees 
will be required to complete an online 
COVID-19 training course and wear 


PPEs in campus buildings while 
maintaining social distancing guide- 
lines. AAC instructors have also been 
working to prepare classrooms and 
labs to be in compliance with new so- 
cial distancing guidelines for the day 
students can return to campus for 
training. 

“Reopening our campuses will not 
be an event,” Rodgers said. “It will be 
a process that requires much care and 
planning to ensure its success. Our 
primary concern is the safety of our 
faculty, staff and students. We also 
want to make sure all of our people 
are properly trained and equipped. We 
are taking every possible measure to 
create the safest environment pos- 
sible for both of our campuses.” 

While ESCC/AAC prepare for the 
return of students to campus, ren- 
ovation projects to learning facilities 
and a beautification project to ESCC’s 
courtyard are currently in progress or 
in the pre-construction stages. 

At ESCC, bathroom upgrades in 
Wallace Administration Building are 
complete. Renovations to Sessions 
Hall, which houses the College’s 
science and math classes, are ongoing, 
and a courtyard beautification project 
was recently approved, with work 
starting May 18. Both the Sessions 
Hall and courtyard project are ex- 
pected to be completed this fall. 

At AAC, renovations to the Rufus 
Barnett Building have been approved, 
with work expected to begin in the 
fall. Once renovations are complete, 
this building will have a new lobby, 
testing rooms, classrooms, offices, 
restrooms and a new engine overhaul 
lab. 

Other projects, like a new CDL can- 
opy and renovations to the AAC 
Learning Resource Center, are also in 
the pre-planning stages. 

The ultimate goal of all the projects 
and preparations, according to 
Rodgers, is to make sure ESCC/AAC 
continue to serve their communities 
during uncertain times. 

“Through the good times and the 
bad, we stand ready to serve,” 
Rodgers said. “We view our role as 
critical in the recovery process of this 
pandemic, and we take pride in being 
the community’s college. We are 
thankful for the support we receive, 
and we will continue to serve our 
community in any way we can.”

Summer workouts begin 


Elba Tigers back on the prowl 


High school athletes in all 
sports will return to the 
fields and courts all across 
the state of Alabama this 
week to begin summer 
workouts, and at Elba High 
new head football coach 
Marc Sieving is excited to 
get back with his players 
and coaches to begin prepa- 
rations for the upcoming 
season. 

“T was only here for two 
weeks before the 
schools closed back in } 
March and can’t wait £7 
to get with my 
team and get back 
to work,”. stated 
Sieving. “We had 
maybe five workouts 
back in the spring and I 
did get to know the players 
names, and learned a lot 
about the kind of people 
they are. At the same time 
they learned a lot about me 
as a coach and as a person, 
and I believe we will all be 
ready to get back to work.” 

“Tt’s been ten weeks since 
the players and coaches 
have been able to meet to- 
gether in person,” added 
Sieving, “but we have been 
together on ZOOM a couple 
of times a week and have 
given the players a daily in- 
dividual workout schedule 


and have even gone over 
some film and instructional 
videos dealing with our of- 
fensive and defensive 
schemes for the coming sea- 
son. The workouts they 
have been doing will be 
nothing like the workouts 
we will be doing this week, 
but hopefully will have the 
players in condition to get 
back to work. I believe all

same team.” 

While mandatory work- 
outs will not start until July 
27, Coach Sieving stated his 
plan is for the month of 
June, only, and will make 
changes as the summer pro- 
gresses. 

“T have a plan to get us 
through June and will then 
reevaluate it based on what 
we have been able to ac- 
complish and any changes 
the state may make over the 
summer,” added Sieving. 
“Our plan is for all players 
in grades seven through 


twelve to workout together 
four days a week. We will 
lift weights and condition 
from 8:00 am until 9:00 am 
every day and then go out- 
side for an hour. All players 
will work together for two 
weeks, and then we will cut 
back on the hours for the 
younger players. We will 
follow all guidelines from 
the AHSAA and will wear 
masks whenever needed 
and will always follow so- 
cial distancing guidelines. 
We will provide the players 
with additional hand wash- 
ing stations and will encour- 
age all players to bring their 
own water bottles. If they 
have masks they will be al- 
lowed to wear their own 
masks, but we will have 
masks available for any of 
the players that don’t have 
their own.” 

“Our plan is to workout 
for one hour on strength and 
conditioning and then rotate 
groups to allow everyone to 
get in a complete workout,” 
said Sieving. “When we 
head outside we will work 
on the basics of our offense 
and defense. Installing the 
offense and defense is a 
main focus since we missed 
spring training, and we will 
do everything possible to 


get in as much as possible 
within the time restrictions 
allowed. We are going to 
work hard each and every 
day, but will do what is best 
for all the players. I know 
the players and know what 
kind of young men they are, 
and expect them to work 
hard. We have a good group 
of seniors and a good group 
of leaders, and this is their 
time.” 

“We have a good group 
of coaches that have been 
working for a long time to 
develop a plan,” added 
Sieving, “and I believe we 
will all rise to the challenge 
and improve each and every 
day to mold into a team.” 


Now is time to register to hunt alligators in Alabama 


The Alabama Department 
of Conservation and Natural 
Resources (ADCNR) 
opened online registration 
for the state’s regulated alli- 
gator hunts on June 2, at 8 
a.m. Registration must be 
completed by 8 a.m., July 8. 

A total of 260 Alligator 
Possession Tags will be dis- 
tributed among five hunting 
zones. The administrative 
fee to apply for an Alligator 
Possession Tag is $22 and 
individuals may register one 
time per zone. While the tag 
is free, the selected hunters 
and their assistants are re- 
quired to have valid hunting 
licenses in their possession 
while hunting. 

Only Alabama residents 
and Alabama lifetime li- 
cense holders ages 16 years 
or older may apply for tags. 
Alabama lifetime license 
holders may apply for an 
Alligator Possession Tag 
even if they have moved out 
of the state. 

To register for the 2020 
alligator hunts, 
visit www.outdoorala- 

igat i- 
ma during the registration 
period listed above. 

Hunters will be randomly 
selected by computer to re- 
ceive one Alligator Posses- 
sion Tag each (the tags are 
non-transferable). The ran- 
dom selection process will 
utilize a preference point 
system. The system in- 
creases the likelihood of re- 
peat registrants being 
selected for a hunt as long 
as the applicant continues to 
apply. The more years an 
applicant participates in the 
registration, the higher the 
likelihood of being selected. 
If an applicant does not reg- 
ister for the hunt in a given 
year or is selected and ac- 
cepts a tag for a hunt, the 
preference point status is 
forfeited.

8, after 12

The permanent Alli- 
gator Possession Tag will be 
distributed after the hunt by 
Wildlife and Freshwater 
Fisheries Division person- 
nel. 

Hunting hours are official 
sunset to official sunrise in 
the Southwest, Coastal, 
Southeast and West Central 
Zones. For the Lake Eu- 
faula Zone, hunting is al- 
lowed both daytime and 
nighttime hours. All Ala- 
bama hunting and boating 
regulations must be fol- 
lowed. 


is the largest reptile in North 
America and can exceed 14 
feet in length and 1,000 
pounds. Known for its 
prized meat and leather, the 
species was threatened with 
extinction due to unregu- 
lated harvest during the 
1920s, 30s and 40s. No reg- 
ulations existed in those 
days to limit the number of 
alligators harvested. In 
1938, it is believed that Al- 
abama was the first state to 
protect alligators by outlaw- 
ing these unlimited har- 
vests. Other states soon 
followed and, in 1967, the 
USS. Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice placed the American al- 
ligator on the endangered 
species list. By 1987, the 
species was removed from 
the endangered species list 
and the alligator population 
has continued to expand. Its 
history illustrates an excel- 
lent conservation success 
story.
